New Law Curbs 
School Costs 


Arlington H eights village is to 
receive about $7,000 the next four 
years as its share of the state gas­ 
oline tax, according to estim ates 
ot receipts and operation oi the 
new “1-1-1 plan” of apportionment 
of the gas tax revenues, as provid­ 
ed in House Bill 553, allocating 
one-third of such revenue to the 
municipalities, and signed by the 
Governor June 30. 
Palatine will 
receive about $3,000; Mount Pros­ 
pect 
about 
$1,700; 
Bensenville 
about $2,300; Barrington about $4,- 
700, in the four years, estim ating 
that the state will receive 
$37,- 
333,300 in gas tax money. 


The municipalities may use their 
one-third share of gas tax funds 
(I) for construction or reconstruc­ 
tion of state highways within the 
municipal lim its; (2) or for con­ 
striction, reconstruction or main­ 
tenance of other arterial highways 
within or beyond their lim its, as 
approved by both the state depart­ 
m ent and municipal boards, or for 
payment of previous obligations in­ 
curred for similar purposes. Prior­ 
ity in the use of funds will be given 
to state roads within the municipal­ 
ities, however. 
(Sec. IO1*’ ). 
Apportionment 
to 
municipali­ 
ties will he according to their pro­ 
portionate population in the last 
federal census. 
Apportionment of 
another one-third of the gas tax 
revenues to the counties will in pro­ 
portion to the annual automobile 
license fees received from them the 
previous yea*. (Sec. 8). 
Distribution 
to 
municipalities 
will start soon after Feb. I, 1934, 
as the change does not go into e f­ 
fect until Jan. I next. 
The coun­ 
ties are already getting their one- 
third, or one cent, the State two 
cents. 
Allotment 
is 
made 
by 
the State department of finance. 
Before division of accumulated rev­ 
enues is made, deduction is made 
for expenses of administration and 
possible refunds. (Sec. 8). 
Counties’ one-third shares of gas 
,ax money shall be used first to 
pay interest and principal on bonds 
issued for emergency relief pur­ 
poses in the state, and set aside 
from these counties’ shares in pro­ 
portion to what has been expended 
within the counties for relief from 
the proceeds of such bonds. 
The 
remainder of gas tax 
funds due 
any county may be used to retire 
bon4* or 
obligations 
for county 
w’ork on state-aid roads, or for new’ 
road projects 
approved 
by the 
State Department of Public Works 
and buildings, for maintenance, or 
planning. (Sec. 9). 


HAUSAM GIVES 
ANNUAL REPORT 
rn. SCHOOLS 


Three School Districts 
Had No Outstanding 
Tax Warrants 


The annual report 
of Wm. J. 
Hausam, Wheeling tow’nship school 
treasurer, appears 
in this 
issue. 
There are a number of interesting 
things about that report. 
While 
it is the actual report of receipts 
and disbursements during the year 
July I, 1932 to June 30, 1933, some 
districts might claim that 
some 
items do net appear to agree with 
their district books. 
Tax antici­ 
pation warrants on teachers’ or­ 
ders might have been issued the 
previous year and paid during the 
current year. 
The school districts that were 
able last year 
to conduct 
their 
schools without anticipation war­ 
rants were Nos. 20, (Dundee Road), 
23 (Blick 
School)), 24 
(W ilson 
School), 20 (FeehanVille). 
There are few districts that re­ 
ive tuition from pupils, but the 
^ n -h ig h school district paid near­ 
ly So,OOO as tuition to 
the 
high 
school. 
Receipts for the operation 
of the schools 
come 
principally 
from taxes. 
Receipts from that 
source received by the high school 
were 
S52,000; Arlington 
Heights 
grade school, $28,980 and by Wheel­ 
ing grade school, $22,000. 
Interest on tax warrants has be­ 
come a big item. 
It cost the high 
school over $2,000 last year, the 
Arlington 
Heights 
grade 
school 
school $850 and Wheeling school 
$273. 
Interest on unpaid tax war­ 
rants are not included in the above 
figures. 
There is probably no treasurer 
who handles public monies who re­ 
ceives so little salary as does the 
W heeling Township School Treas­ 
urer. 
As the report shows, his 
fee is only $350 for the year, yet 
he handles over $200,000 during 
that period and must keep the ac­ 
counts of each school district sep­ 
arate and distinct. 


The Boards of Education of Ar­ 
lington H eights High School and 
the 
Arlington 
Heights 
Grade 
School are the first boards to make 
their annual appropriations in the 
method that is required by a newT- 
ly discovered school law’. The Ar­ 
lington H eights High School Board 
held its public hearing 
this week 
and the grade school board adver­ 
tizes its public 
hearing 
in 
this 
week’s issue. It will be held Aug. I. 
A copy of the law was furnished 
to the above school boards by A t­ 
torney W eiss of Mt. Prospect, w’ho 
is - attorney 
of 
the 
Arlington 
Heights High School Board. 
The 
law w’as evidently enacted to pre­ 
vent expenditures or 
the incur­ 
rence of debt in excess 
of the 
amount that will be available to 
pay such costs. 
Such a law’ would 
have prevented local school dis­ 
tricts from issuing tax anticipa­ 
tion warrants to large amounts to 
help defray the deficiency in the 
costs of school buildings above the 
authorized bond issues. 
The law’ 
particularly requires the board to 
keep within its appropriation and 
tends to curb the issuance of tax 
anticipation warrants. 
This law’ may be a surprise to 
many school boards as a number of 
school officials when interviewed, 
stated that it was all “news” to 
them and that until they had time 
to become acquainted w ith the pro­ 
visions of the legal aspects of the 
new provision, their boards w’ould 
take no action. 
The following excerpts are tak­ 
en from the act relating to School 
Budgets as now' appear in the Illi­ 
nois Statutes: 
The board of 
education 
shall, 
within the first quarter of each fis­ 
cal year, adopt a budget and shall 
pass a resolution to be termed the 
“annual school budget,” in and by 
w’hich annual school 
budget the 
said board of education, subject to 
the limitations hereinafter contain­ 
ed, shall appropriate such sums of 
money as may be required to defray 
all necessary expenses and liabil­ 
ities of said board to be paid or 
incurred during such fiscal year. 
Such annual school budget shall 
be prepared in tentative form by 
said board and in such tentative 
form shall be made 
conveniently 
available to public inspection, for 
at least ten (IO) days prior to final 
action thereon, by having at least 
five copies thereof on file in the of­ 
fice of the secretary of said board 
and not less than one week after 
said copies of such tentative bud­ 
get are so placed on file in the office 
of said secretary and prior to final 
action thereon, said board shall hold 
at least one public hearing there­ 
on, of which notice shall be given 
by publication in a newspaper hav­ 
ing general circulation in such city 
at least one week prior to the time 
of such hearing. 
It shall be the 
duty of said board of education to 
have such tentative 
budget pre­ 
pared and made so available for 
public inspection and also to ar­ 
range for and hold 
such public 
hearing or hearings. 
After December 31, 1929, no con­ 
tract shall be made, or expense or 
liability incurred, by the said board 
of education, or any 
member or 
committee thereof, or by any per­ 
son 
or 
persons 
for 
or 
in 
its 
behalf, 
notwithstanding 
the 
expenditure 
may 
have 
been 
ordered by the said board, un­ 
less an appropriation therefor shall 
have been previously made by said 
board in manner aforesaid. 
Neith­ 
er said board, nor any member or 
committee thereof, nor any officer 
or head of any department or bu­ 
reau thereof, or employee thereof, 
shall, during a fiscal year, expend or 
contract to be expended any money, 
or incur any liability, or enter in­ 
to any contract w’hich, by its terms, 
involves the expenditure of money 
for any of the purposes for which 
provision is made 
in the 
annual 
school budget in 
excess 
of the 
amounts appropriated in said bud­ 
get. 
Any member of the board of edu­ 
cation, or any officer thereof, or of 
the city, or any other person hold­ 
ing any other trust or employment 
under such board of education or 
city, who shall be guilty of the w’il- 
ful violation of any of the -provi- 
sions of this section, shall be fined 
not exceeding 
$10,000 and 
shall 
forfeit his right to his office, trust 
or employment, and shall be remov­ 
ed therefrom.

turns. The question of financial re­ 
sponsibility, either of collectors or 
of bondsmen, for failure to return 
the special assessm ents delinquent, 
w’as declared by the speaker to be 
negligible in this day of no tax 
sale buyers. 
He declared that it 
wrould 
be 
almost impossible 
to 
prove a resultant loss by the bond­ 
holders in the event of failure to 
return the delinquents to the coun­ 
ty collector’s office. 
And this he 
assumed wrould be the only wTay of 
arriving at a suit for damage and, 
at most, it might be limited to in­ 
terest for the loss of the use of the 
money. 
No Penalty for Not Making 
Returns 
In 
addition, 
Mr. 
Wentworth 
pointed out that special assessment 
law’s provide no penalty for failure 
to return specials as delinquent and 
that the law’s of the state do not 
contemplate forcing officials to do 
useless things. 
The return of de­ 
linquents now’ 
without 
some ex­ 
pressed desire to bid on the prop­ 
erties involved is not only useless 
but wasteful 
since it dissipates 
either funds which should go to 
the bondholders or general funds 
of municipalities w’herein proper­ 
ties delinquent lie.

All milk sold in the Chicago Met­ 
ropolitan area is to be pasteurized; 
and of uniform standard 
quality 
and price, at a “deadline” date in 
the near future to be set 
in a 
“trade agreem ent” on a “code of 
ethics” which was to be transmitted 
to the Government at Washington 
from representatives of producers 
and distributors 
in the Chicago 
area at 3 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon. 
This means that milk depots set 
up outside of municipal limits to 
sell raw milk or milk of any sort at 
prices to appeal to the pocketbooks 
of the average fam ily today, have 
to quit business, or else bring their 
milk and prices up to the standards 
set in the “trade agreem ent.” 
Whether or not dealers sign the 
“trade agreem ent,” they will have 
to take out federal licenses in order 
to sell milk; and the terms of this 
“trade agreem ent” will be includ­ 
ed in the licenses. 
While details 
are not available as this paper goes 
to press, it is understood that vio­ 
lations of the “code of ethics,” as 
it is to apply to the Chicago area, 
lay the violator liable to a fine of 
$1,000 by prosecution by the De­ 
partment of Justice at Washington. 
To emphasize the strictness of the 
code and its enforcement, it is said 
that if retail sellers of milk “wink 
the wrrong eye,” they are liable to 
be caught and fined. 
License forms for this area were 
being prepared in W'ashingon yes­ 
terday, according to an Associated 
press dispatch. 
The area affected 
contains all of Cook county, Du- 
Page, part of Kane county, most of 
Lake county, part of Will county 
and part of Lake county, Indiana. 
The Pure Milk association, big

est B. Schoedsack, his old partner 
on many foreign trails. 
It wasn’t just a case of pointing 
a camera at 
a group 
of people. 
Scores of creatures dating back in­ 
to the dawn of life had to be ani­ 
mated in smooth motion and in re­ 
lation to the normal movements of 
human beings 
opposite to whom 
they were to perform. 
The meth­ 
ods employed in constructing them 
and photographing them are known 
to no 
one 
outside 
of 
Cooper, 
Schoedsack and their scientist as­ 
sistants. 
In Terrific Combats 
The magnitude of their year’s 
task at the camera is clearly seen 
in the results. 
One scene shows a 
battle between the mammoth ape 
and a tyrannosaurus, largest of 
prehistoric reptiles. 
Still another is a desperae run­ 
ning fight between this giant ape, 
“King Kong,” and scores of mer 
while a white girl is held tightly 
clutched in the beast’s paw. 
The most spectacular scene of 
all concludes the picture. “King 
Kong,” seeking to escape the tor­ 
ments of man, climbs the tallest 
structure in New York, and there, 
with the girl at his feet, wages a 
losing battle against a squadron

A tower more than six thousand 
times as high as the Chicago Board 
of Trade would result if the 32 mil­ 
lion books borrowed from public 
libraries in Illinois during 1932 
were laid on their sides and piled 
one on top of another, according to 
report from the Illinois Library 
Extension Division made public to­ 
day by Mirs. M. J. Baxter, of the 
Arlington 
Heights 
library. 
The 
Arlington Heights Library was one 
of 270 public libraries of the state 
contributing to the report. 
People taking out new’ cards from 
the Arlington Heights public li­ 
brary this year were mostly adults 
interested in technical books, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Baxter. 
The sup­ 
ply of such books in the local li­ 
brary is limited. 
New books on the rental shelves 
are expected soon. 
The librarian’s report for the 
year ending June I, 1933, showei 
125 volumes added to the library;

“But it is our opinion that if we 
are to he under the Act. that it will 
be in a modified manner. Working 
under the Secretary of Agriculture, 
w'e are more concerned in the pres­ 
ent moment with the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act, as it pertain® > 
the reduction of w heat acreage and 
the wheat farmers.” 
Mr. Barrett humorously remark­ 
ed that he Would wish to limit the 
farmers’ hours sufficiently at least 
so he would have time to post him­ 
self on the provisions of the Agri­ 
cultural Adjustment Act and trade 
agreements as they pertain to corn 
and hog farmers; also the “unfair 
practice” rulings as part of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act w’hich 
w’ere discussed Wednesday morn­ 
ing in the Farm Bureau office by 
several of the milk dealers and of­ 
ficers of the Pure Milk Association. 
From this discussion there seemed 
to be but one thing omitted that 
might have been included in the un­ 
fair practice act, and that was for 
dealers to sell milk that was from 
a heifer too young e ra cow too old. 
A’s Hi Sickle would say, making a 
heifer under 24 months old to as­ 
sume the responsibility of a full- 
fledged cow' should be considered 
unfair practice, at least from the 
standpoint of the heifer. 
“Laying all joking aside, there 
has probably never been a time 
w'hen the whole general scheme of 
things has changed so rapidly; and 
that holds good not only for agri­ 
culture but for industry, labor and 
capital. And with the many rapid 
changes, it behooves all of us to 
adjust our program so it will ren­ 
der the least probability of mis­ 
takes and difficulties in the w'hole 
scheme of things,” Mr. Barrett con­ 
cluded.

farm ers of America at A Century 
of 
Progress 
Exposition 
Friday, 
August 18, when 
they are as­ 
sembled here for 
Farm Week at 
the World’s Fair. Mr. Wallace will 
arrive Thursday, August IT and 
spend some time in consultation 
With their leaders before the sched­ 
uled address. 
He has accepted the invitation of 
Mr. Clifford Gregory, editor and 
publisher of the Prairie Farmer, 
and Mr. Edward O’Neal, president 
of the American Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration, who arranged for Farm 
Week with officials of the Exposi­ 
tion. 
The week opens Munday, 
August 13, and ends August 19. 
Mr. Wallace did not announce 
what his subject for the day would 
be, but it is expected that he will 
discuss the recently passed legis­ 
lation at Washington which made 
him veritable dictator of the des­ 
tinies of the American farmer. 
An invitation has also been ex­ 
tended to Henry Morgenthau, Jr., 
to speak on farm credits, and a del­ 
egation will leave Chicago shortly 
for Washington to ask Mrs. F. D.

The cost ol the job, including 
soy bean oil paint and labor, will 
be approximately $15,000. 
Wnen advertisements were placed 
for bids, Gov. Horner directed that 
the use ot soy bean oil paint be 
specified. 
This specific provision 
was written into all State Fair 
painting 
contracts 
that 
W'ere 
awarded, where lead and oil is be­ 
ing used. 
The first extensive use of soy 
bean oil paint in Illinois, and per­ 
haps in the nation, was in decorat­ 
ing the Illinois Host Building at a 
Century of Progress in Chicago. 
Experiments 
conducted 
by 
the 
state, having been partly complet­ 
ed about that time, showed the soy 
bean oil mixture to be equal, if not 
better than straight linseed oil as 
vehicle.

“Applying dressings of lead ar­ 
senate to lawns or golf greens will 
protect them against the worms. 
The arsenate may be applied as a 
spray or a dust. Whether sprayed 
or dusted the lead arsenate should 
be used at the rate of I pound of 
powder on each IOO square feet of 
lawn. lf it is sprayed on, the pro­ 
portions used in the spray and the 
late of spraying can be regulated 
to get the necessary amount on the 
lawn.
